Albany Police 
Commended By 
Safety Council 


Albany's Police Department 
was commended by the National 
Safety Council for thorough 
training of police recruits. Pre- 
senting the annual Traffic Safety 
Inventory to Albany Chief of Po- 
lice Ralph M. Jensen and City 
Engineer Wayne M. McAuley, at 
a special meeting on Wednesday, 
August 20, J. Arthur Rude, Di- 
rector of Public Information of 
the California Traffie Safety 
Foundation, said this city reports 
that 100 per cent ‘of the police 
recruits receive traffic training. 

Rude pointed out that not only 
do new recruits to the police 
force receive a minimum -of 50 
hours of traffic training per man, 
but that each uniformed member 
of the force is given 50 hours of 
in-service. traffic training bien- 
nially.
